IS SETTLED.

AN AGREEMENT 
HAS BEEN REACHED 


—-o — 


Ottawa, Aug, 2—The Grand Trunk 
strike, which has lasted two weeks and 
one day, which has cost’ the company 
and the striking trainmen and condue- 
tors hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
and has meant immengé industrial loss 
and inconwemience tothe general pub- 
lic, is ended, The men, other than 
those who have been guilty of violence 
or disorderly conduct, go back to work 
at once on the imereased schedule of 
rates offered by President Hays on 
July 18, averaging according to the 
latter's statement, a general increase 
of IS per cent with the promise that 
the rates now in force onthe ©, P. R. 
lines east of Fort) William, which are 
practically the standard rates demand- 
ed by the men, shall come into force 
on January J, 1912, instead of a year 
later, as originally offered by  Presi- 
dent Hays. 


TERMS OF THE SETTLEMENT, 


Hon. Mackenzie King to-night made 
public the terms of the agreement end- 
ing the strike onthe Grand Trunk 
Railway, It is signed by President 
Hays forthe company, and by the 
official representatives of the striking 
unions, and its text follows 

“(1) The company will) put back, as 
soon as possible, the men, other than 
those who have been or may be found 
guilty of acts of violence or disorderly 
conduct the understanding, being that 
there is to be no coercion or intimida- 
tion used toward the new men, 

(2) The company will put into effect 
from May 2 10, the rates named in 
the schedule of rates dated July. 1s, 
110, those rates to be embodied in the 
yresent schedules now in effect on this 
ine, it being understood that those 
vates shall in no instance effect a res 
duction in any existing rate,

Hungan- 
ans at once boycotted Austrian 
goods and the establishment at 


which they were sold. The trouble 
continued for three months unit. 
the Emperor Francis Joseph e- 
stored peace by altering the Hur- 
gurian suffrage. 

The Russo-Japanese War was 
preceded by a war of tariffs. Rus- 
sia began it by shutting out Japaa- 
cse vessels from the profitable fish- 
eries of the Island of Sakhalin. 
She seems quite to have forgotten 
that her best market for fish was 
Japan, Japan at once put a pro 
hibitive tariff on Russian fish, and 
the wretched Russian fishermen 
were left to starve, To-day, half 
Sakhalin is Japanese by right of 
conquest, and the whole fishing in- 
distry is in her capable hands. 

THE CATTLE SQUABBLE. 

Even we ourselves, although we 
are at present a Free Trade coun- 
try, have our little trade wars. 
Some years ago, we received some 
cattle from the Argentine which 
wore infected with foot-and-mouth 
disease, whereupon our Board of 
Tirade stopped the importation of 
live stock from Argentine ports. 

Argentina’s feclings were hurt, 
and a few months later she made 
representations that her cattle 
were now clean again, and asked 
that the embargo should be remov- 
ea. When our authorities refused 
she retaliated by prohibiting the 
importation of cattle, sheep, and 
swine from the United Kingdom. 
At first glance, this might seem a 
futile revenge, but it was not so in 
reality. We send pedigree stock, 
cspecially Hereford bulls, to the 
Argentine, and the measure hit 
scme of our stock-breeders severe- 
ly

Briere stoutly maintained his in- 
nocence throughout the trial and 
declared that two tramps entered 
the house during his absence and 
killed the children 
returned while the murderers were 
rubbing the place and that they at- 
tacked him and left him for dead.

Away to the north of Scotland lies 
tre group of islands in which the 
diminutive horses commonly called 
Skelties have their home. 
Shetlands are not all inhabited, 
some’ of the smaller islands being 
used merely as pasturage for a few 
sheep. ere is little to attract 
e'ther the agriculturist or the mer- 
chant, so progress is slow; the is- 
lauders till their‘land by old fash- 
ioned methods, and many of them 
still have recourse to barter as a 
means of obtaining necessaries. 

To the lover of the beautiful and 
to the artist there is’ much to charm.

ILLUMINATED SHELLS. 


Leave a Train of Light Bebind 
When Fired, 


A startling invention for illumin- 
ating the track of shells used for 
n’ght firing has been successfully 
tested by the British Admiralty at 
Vort Albert, near Yarmouth, Isle 
of Wight. It greatly impressed the 
otmy experts who witnessed the op- 
erations. 

To the base of the shell a metal 
cylinder is attached by screw 
movement, and the actyof firing the 
Kub causes a powerful illuminant 
‘uo burst into flame. It burns bright- 
ly throughout the whole of the tra- 
jectory of the missile, and is espe- 
ciully useful in testing the effective- 
ness of range at night-time both 
cyer sea and land. 

The device is. algo of value in 
showing the course of the shell. 
During ricochet it/was seen to be 
most variable. In some cases the 
shell, on striking the waters of the 
Sclent, shot vertically upwards, a 
most surprising result, and in many 
instances it was deflected to the 
right or left. The sight of a shell 
hurtling through the air leaving a 
train of light was most weird.

The Supply Is Entirely Insufficient 
and Prices Are Soaring. 


There is a great scarcity of rubber 
in the industrial world. More rubber 
is produced now than at any other 
time in history, but the varied de- 
mands for it are so great that the sup- 
ply falls short of meeting them and 
have rapidly advanced. Eng- 
and is rubber mad and speculation 
there is almost as great and wild as in 
the days of the South Sea bubble of 
infamous memory. 

The real commercial value of rub- 
ber on a large scale began with the 
discovery of the vulvanizing process, 
which permitted the making 
homogeneous joint between two pieces. 





At that time half a million dollars | 


would have covered the value of the 
world’s output. At present $30,000,000 
would scarcely buy a year’s output, 
while the total weight of the crude 
rubber as drawn from the tree reaches 
70,000 tons. 

During recent years an enormous 
amount of rubber planting has been 


going on and savage wildernesses in | 
Asia, Africa and America have been | 


ransacked for rubber trees. It was 
the increased demand for rubber that 
led to so many of the Congo atrocities 
under the administration of the late 
King Leopold of Belgium. Brazil is 
now supplying a good share of the 
world’s supply, with the result that 
in the wild scramble for the product 
its forest are being drained. Ceylon, 
Java, Borneo, New Guinea, Burma, 
the Malay peninsula—all are planting 
rubber trees on an extensive scale. 
In this connection we print an in- 
teresting picture dealing with rubber 
gathering in the Congo. Among the 
most industrious people in that vast 
and wild region are the Batetela. 
In gathering rubber they go into the 
forests inhabited by the Baukutu, who 
are a head-hunting people.

| How the Son of a Poor Lawyer Be- 


The people of Sweden are preparing 
bed celebrate the accession to the 
, throne of their cowntry of Jean Bap- 
 tiste Jules Bernadotte, «the occasion 
, being the centenary of his family’s 
reign. 
| The story of Bernadotte is one of 
the most remarkable in history, a 
tale which would seem like a fable 
were it not amply. attested by the 
facts. He began life as the son of a 
poor lawyer. He was one of the re- 
volutionists who stood guard before 
‘the guillotine oa which Louis XVI. 
‘was executed, and he died in 1844 
| King Charles XIV. of Sweden and 
| Norway, one o} the most powerful 
; monarchs of Europe. 

It was the French revolution and 
the series of extraordinary events 
which followed that great overturn- 
ing that made such a career as Berna- 
| Sorter possible. The breaking down 
of social barriers and the uprooting 
of the very foundation stones of so- 
ciety which followed in the train of 
the revolution and of the epoch- 
making successes of Napoleon gave 
opportunity, practically unexampled 
in Europe, for men to rise by sheer 
ability. 

Bernadotte was born in th ’ 
Pau, in France, January 26, 176; Hi- 
father wanted him to follow thv law, 
j but the profession held forth little at- 
traction to a youth whose ambitions 
were boundless and whose natural 
craving was for a life full of activity. 
He therefore decided to become a 
soldier, and in 1780 enlisted in the 

al marines. 

ithin a few years came the French 

revolution, sweeping away arbitrary 
distinctions of classes and opening 
up to all the path of preferment. 
The abilities of Bernadotte were 
speedily acknowledged. He joined the 
revolutionists and became a power in 
their councils. He was one of the 
soldiers who assisted at the execu- 
tion of Louis. When he died there 
was found tattooed upon his right arm 
@ picture of the guillotine and in 
French beneath it the legend: “Death 
to all kings and tyrants.” 

With the restoration of order in 
France came Napoleon and that series 
| of brilliant military exploits which 
has made ‘‘the little corporal’s” name 
| immortal. France was quick to see 
ee) talents. In rapid suc- 








eession he became a colonel and a 
general. In the campaigns of the 
Rhine and of Italy his military tal- 
ents found ample scope for display, 
and as ambassador to Vienna he de- 
monstrated his merit as a diplomat. 

When Bonaparte went to Egypt 
Bernadotte was appointed Minister of 
War. He organized the whole French 
army and paved the way for the con- 
quest of Holland. In the battle of 
Austerlitz he distinguished himself. 
Although there had always been riva!- 
ry between’ the two men, Napoleon 
never lost an opportunity to heap 
Fiches and honors upon Bernadotte, 
| In addition to giving him great 
estates, he created him Prinee of 
Ponte-Corvo. 

Napoleon had reached the poimt in 
his career where he had begun to 
! realize that France could not forever 
be the battle ground of Europe. To 
avert the danger of wearing out hig 
eountry by the continuous raising of 
troops, he inaugurated a policy of 
seating on the thrones of Europe

In 1810 the death of Prince Augus- 
tenburg of Sweden left the throne of 
that country without an heir. Berna- 
dotte conceiyed the idea of having 
himself elected crown prince, and in 
this he was supported by Napoleon 
At first great opposition developed 
among the Swedish nobles, but a bet- 
ter acquaintance with the man who 
sought the throne weakened this en- 
mity, and eventually Bernadotte was 
elected to the place. 

Bernadotte immediately devoted 
himself to the internal improvement 
of the country. He united Sweden 
and Norway under one crown, built 
encouraged industry and 
brought his people to a fine state of 

perity. He was never very popu- 
ar, for he never learned to master 
the Swedish Janguage, but the coun- 
try appreciated his merits and r- 
mained loya] to him., 

Jn 1813 and 1814 Bernadotte turned 
against Napoleon and joined the coali- 
tion organized to crush the emperor's 
power forever, His Swedish contin- 
gent virtually decided the battle 
against the French at Leipzig. 

As a business man Bernadotte de- 
monstrated that he possessed great 
abilities. He had inherited from his 
peasant ancestry ideas of thrift that 


| served him in good stead as the con- 


server of his country’s resources and 
the builder up of her industries, 
Bernadotte left only He 
married Josephine de Beauharnaia, 
and upon his accession to the throne 
took the name of Oscar I. After a 
reign of 15 years mental weakness 
compelled him to entrust his scepter 
to his eldest son Charles, who was 
made regent. After the death of his 
father, Charles XV. assumed full 
power and proved himself a remark- 
ably gifted man. He found compensa-

Tbe words “saoitarlum” and “sana- 
toriuin” are popularly understood to 
have tbe same meaning and are gen- 
erally used interchangeably when des- 
ignating or describing places of ref- 


uge for sick péople, but there Is, in | 


fact, quite a distinction between the 
meaning of the two words. Ip answer 
to a correspondent on this subject the 
Literary Digest says: 

“The distinction between these words 
Nes tn the fact that they are derived 
from two different Latin roots. ‘San- 
atorlum’ ts derived from the late Latin 
samitorius, meauwtg health giving. The 
term relates specially to ‘an institution 
for treatment of disease or care of in- 
valids, especially an establishment em- 
ploying oatural therapeutic agents or 
conditions peculiar to the locality or 
some specific treatment or treating 
particular diseases.’ On the other 
hand, ‘sanitarinm’ is derived from the 
Latin saoitas, from sauus, meaning 
wholo or sound. ‘Sanitarium’ relates 
more specifically to ‘a place where the 
hygienic conditions are preservative of 
healtb as distinguished from one 
Where therapeutic ageucies are em- 
Ployed.’ Flence it is the province of 
@ ‘sanitarium’ to preserve bealth, that 
of a ‘sanatorium’ to restore {t. Care 
should be exercised in combining the 
proper vowels in these tw6 words in 
order to indicate correctly the deriva- 
tion.”
